ON DEFICIENCY BILL 


FAVORABLE ACTION TAKEN; BE- 


GIN ON INSURANCE BILL 


"Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.—In- 


creased to almost $8,000,000,000 the 
urgent deficiency bill, said to be the 
largest appropriation measure evei 
presented in any nation, was favor- 
ably reported to the senate today bj 
the appropriations" committee. 


Senator Jlartin gave notice that it 


would be called up tomorrow. Speedy 
passage was forecast by leaders. 


The committee added $779,600,000 


to the bill as it passed the house last 
week, most of the increase Hiding for 
the army and navy. As revised the 
bill totals $7,992,364,000, Including ac- 
tual appropriations of $5,606,906,000 
and additional authorization of t",- 
385,458,000. 


A clause added by the senate com-

"I am told by members of 
my staff that the tone has notably im- 
proved since the advent of women. It 
must work or we should not keep them 
on. I have no complaint about the 
hair, and the male clerks, If anything, 
are doing their work better. Altogeth- 
er, wo find women and men equally 
capable." 


He spoke of the difficulties in the 


early days of the war of convincing 
conservative 
English 
banks—which 


bad never had the nightmare vision of 
admitting women to their precincts— 
that women might be substituted for 
the enlisted male clerks. The neces- 
sity solved all discussion. First a few 
daughters and relatives of the former 
clerks came: then more; then outsid- 
ers. Meanwhile, as in so many other 
business concerns. th« bank was con- 
tinuing to make up to the clerks at the 
front their old salary, and all the old 
posts were waiting to be handed back, 
Bnt the war lasted. Many would never 
return. 


One-third of the clerks in this con- ' 


servatire bank, with Its brunches all j 
over England and Its representative!! 
all over tho world, arts now women. 
They nra rising quite as rapidly ** the 
men of their experience rise. Aad this 
bank is not unique. 


Once, not so many years ago, this 


bank managpr visited banks in New 
Tork and put, concerning women 
clerks, much the same questions—in 
more British language, perhaps—that 
this American interlocutor now put to 
him. Ho had not found many women 
admitted Into American banks. 
He 


wn« told that the women, were not sat- 
isfactory in American bonks. Yet they 
are satisfactory la England. 


And satisfied. It is doubtful If, even 


if they do not require the extra pin 
money, they will return to a leisured 
life. They like working In the bank. 
They like feeling their responsibility; 
they like the rest rooms, the time for 
lunch, the regular hours, the regular 
work. 


The only real difficulty has been to 


make them understand what they have 
at lust come to understand—that a 
bank's business Is a confidential busi- 
ness. 


One young woman held In her hands

Indian Rook. 


Indian rock, in Fob-mount park, Phil- 


adelphia, the landmark along the Wia- 
sahickon, is so called because of the 
figure of Teddyuscung upon it. Ted- 
dyuacung was king of the Delawares 
and a powerful chief in the Six Na- 
tions. The rock on which this statue 
stands was long kno*m as the Council 
rock, and there the last council of the 
Lenape tribe was held in 1703, before 
their departure for the Wyoming reser- 
vation. According to the legend, Ted- 
dyusc'ing took his last look over the 
TVlssuhlekon ravine from this rock. A 
woodeu figure of an Indian was placed 
on {he rock in 1S56. This remained 
until replaced Jr. 1303 by th« present 
figure, tho gift of Charles F. Henry of 
Chestnut Hll!.—Philadelphia Press.

tacks. 


A certain percentage of these who 


recover become carriers—that Is, per- 
sons who, though well, secrete the or- 
ganisms in their discharges. 


Camera are largely responsible for 


the perpetuation of typhoid fever, but 
ttte installation o? proper sewer sys- 
tems, the abolition of flies, cockroaches 
and other filth insects, the maintenance 
of a pare food supply and the intelli- 
gent care of the victim of the disease 
are the measures which if rigidly en- 
forced will rid the country of the dis- 
ease-— New York Mail.

MEAT FOR POULTRY. 


far* Should Be Taken to U«e Only the 


Beet Quality of Scrape. 


All of tis who have used commercial 


meat foods for our poultry have no- 
ticed that some of it may be safely fed 
with good success, writes a corre- 
spondent of the Farm and Fireside. 
When other lots are purchased and 
similarly fed there is a marked tenden- 
cy toward sickness among the birds. 


It is a good plan to remember that 


the best grade of meat scrap its made 
at meat that has been cooked for a 
number of hours under steam pressure. 
This renders the fat and completely 
sterilizes all bacteria of an unhealtliful

tile. Balloons had been u»ed in war as 
early as the siege of Mnubeuge by the 
Austrians for observation purposes.

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nature that may have been in it orig- 
inally. Such food very rarely causes 
sickness in the birds thnt eat it. Then 
there are low grade scraps that have 
uot been treated in this way. On the 
contrary, some of It has had strong 
chemicals put Into It for tho purpose 
of preserving it. It nee<l not be said 
that meat scraps cured this way are 
positively dangerous, leadlnp to sick- 
ness and perhaps loss of high priced 
fowls. 


A good thin!? to do is to watch the 


effect of feeding all brands of scraps, 
and when we flnd those that are clean 
and healthful stick to them, even If 
they do cost a little more than some 
others 


Somehow our birds must j;et plenty 


of animal protein 
TUn^e who try to 


Ret along without it find that their 
birds do not do as well as when thH 
kind of feed is furnished. One of the 
best poultry feeds of the farm is milk. 
On so many farms It is fed to every- 
thing except hens that they come last. 
But hens will tate milk and turn It to 
at good advantage as any creature on 
the farm. 
Wherever ment scrap is 


prohibitive in price milk otipht to be 
used freely. 
Whey is all right, too, 


Although It has not the feeding valui> 
that milk has. 
Not all of us realize 


the worth of bone and its products in 
this connection. This hns a high value. 
coming close up to meat scrap, nnd Is 
fine when crushed nnd dried for little 
chicks.

It has 
been a staple erer since we can re- 
member and particularly in demand 
for mourninpr and for old ladies' frocks, 
but In this day of wool fabric scarcity 
all good woolen stuffs find their oppor- 
tunity, and several good houses are 
sponsoring models of wool cashmere in 
both light and dark tones. The cloth is 
fine of finish, light and supple, so it 
really has much to recommend it, and 
though, like all woolens, it has risen in 
price, it is not so very expensive even 
now. 


Broadcloth, too, never entirely out of 


favor, but not during recent years in 
the front rank of things modish, is to 
be much used. The velours or suede 
finish woolen stuffs are the height of 
the mode, but in their handsome grades 
they are high of price, so the thrifty 
must needs turn to other wool stuffs 
cr to silks. 


Small quantities of the handsome 


velvety suede cloth and its kin are fre- 
quently used for trimming the dark 
serge frock, the warm reds being espe- 
cially liked for, such use. though beige 
and gray and leather and green nnd 
old medium blues and purples are used 
too.
